Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 15— Over 


ono ha!f of tho Kansas City stock- 
yards, tho seco::d largest In the U. S., 
were destroyed by fire that started 
eariy tmlny. It la estimated that close 
to ten thousand head of cattle was 
destroyed In the lire. 


For two hours the firemen fought tho 


blaze acalnst great odds and it was 
nearly three hours before tho blazo 
was under control. 


Tho cattle that wcro liberated by tho 


firemen wandered Into the. business 
section of both Kansas City, Mo., and 
Kansas City, Kan. Hundreds of cattle 


wandered about in both cities grazing 
on cholco flower gardens and doing 
other slight damage. 


No cause for tho lire lias yet been 


found by the officials who started an 
investigation aa soon us tho blaze was 
under control. The estimated damage 
ranged In various sums. No deilnlto es- 
timate lias yet been nmdo. 


At the close of Jmsiness yesterday

showed that forty-seven thousand head 
of cattle were In the pens at tho time 
tha flro stnrlcil.

Boston, Oct. 16.—A verdict of not 


guilty was returned today in tho case 
of Gerald Walsh, charged with man- 
slaughter In causing the death of four 
people. 


Walsh was tho motorman of the Bos- 


ton Elevated car that plunged iato tho 
Fort 1'oint Channel, on election night, 
last November, when forty-five pas- 
sengers on tho car were drowned.. 


Besides the charge of manslaughter, 


Walsh was also charged with falling 
to heed signals. 


Tho car was bound for Boston, com- 


ing from South lioston, Just after the 
shops had closed, and passengers ivoro 
(crowded to tho doors.' When corning 
down the Congress street Incline in tho 
rear of the- South Station, apparently 
Walsh had lost control of tho car and 
It plunged through

In many New England cities and towns it is impossible to 


get coal in the desired amounts, and prices are still sky high. 
The. people have been led to expect something different and 
are beginning to question why the promised relief is not forth- 
coming. 


' According to a dispatch from Washington if appears lhat 


there are coal operators who are refusing to abide by the terms 
of the fuel control act and are disregarding the prices fixed by 
President VVilson's proclamation'in August. 
The president 


himself is giving considerable attention to the subject and has 
been informed that there is.not such a shortage of coal as is 
claimed. 
The chief trouble, he learns, is that some of the 


operators are not trying to get the coal out of the ground as 
fast as they might by proper exeftion. 


If this is true it would seem to be time to apply the law. 


The fuel control act provides that "any person carrying on 
commerce among the several states in any article suitable for 
human food, fuel or other necessity of life, who in his indi- 
vidual capacity .shall store, accjuire or hold or make away with 
any such article for the purpose of limiting the supply thereof 
to the public or affecting the market price shall be deemed 
guilty of a felony, and upon conviction shall be punished by 
a fine of not more than $5,000 or by imprisonment for not 
more than two 3'ears,-or both." • ..... 


It appears that there is law enough, but law alone will never 


do the business. There must be enforcement, and if it is a 
fact [hat any of the coal men are attempting to evade (he pro- 
visions of tlie law it is time they were brought to book and 
made to understand that the government in its efforts to pro- 
tect the people against extortion is not to be trifled with. Sen- 
ator Pomerene of Ohio, who has been looking into the subject, 
does not believe the coal situation is as serious as it is pictured.
